URGED FOR MALL” caused heated arguments im- 
mediately. 

A story in the April 3rd Evening Star started the 
arguments by reporting Rep. Joel T. Broyhill, R-Va. 
proposing the multipurpose arena... ‘‘to be built on 
the Mall....’’ The mental picture of ‘‘built on the 
Mall’? was unfortunate. The site of the World War I 
‘‘temporary’’ buildings along Constitution Ave. near 
Foggy Bottom appears to be the area that Rep. Broy- 
hill had in mind, but the Star didn’t say so. 

In addition to filling the great need for such a 
multipurpose facility, this location would eliminate 
the architectural ‘‘eye sores’’ on anotherwise beauti- 
ful avenue. Most of the building couldbe underground, 
completely hidden from the Mall. Direct underground 
vehicular connection to nearby Roosevelt bridge could 
be provided as was proposed by the D.C, plan to tunnel 
the Mall in order to connect to the S.W. Freeway east 
of the Tidal Basin. 

By day the proposed Memorial’s underground 
parking could serve well to loosen the jam of tourist 
cars,

COOPERATION 
CAN KILL 
SCALE 


The U.S. Department of Agriculture investigating 
entomologist confirmed our March column statement 
that Foggy Bottom’s infestation of Scale insects should 
be treated by professionals and if possible on a Co- 
operative community basis. It must be remembered 
that sprays are poisons and require careful handling. 
It is now too late for the ‘‘dormant sprays’’. Those 
that will control the new generation of insects can not 
be applied until July. The professional will know best 
when to spray and how much inorder to be completely 
effective. In the meantime rub off as much scale as 
possible. The insects under the scale will then die.

KNOW YOUR LIBRARY.... 


A public facility not fully utilized as yet by area 
residents is the West End Branch of the D.C. library 
system. Located on 24th and L Streets in a modern, 
2-story building the library was inaugurated 26 months 
ago and is open 9:00-9:00 daily except Sundays. (Chil- 
dren’s hours beginning April 28 are, however, stag- 
gered: 9:00-5:30 Mondays, Wednesdays, Saturdays; 
12:30-9:00 Tuesdays, Thursdays; and 1:30-5:30 Fri- 
days.) 

Facilities. The circulating library for adults in- 
cludes, in addition to books, framed prints (available 
for 8-week loan periods), and phonograph records 
(music, literature, languages, dictation), 

The first floor has a browsing area, reference 
reading room, individual study carrells for students, 
and a record listening booth. 

Librarian Raymond Elgin says that, as of June 
1968, the library had about 40,000 books (almost 2/3 
of its capacity of 60,000), about 27,000 of which are 
for adults, including the college student group. ‘‘While 
adult use is good,’’ Mr. Elgin remarked, ‘‘wecan still 
serve more,” 

The children’s section on the second floor offers, 
plus the usual library fare, recordings for children, 
puzzles, and games — up to the eighth grade level. A 
new service contemplated by this sectionis a ‘‘Picture 
Book Time’’ in the morning for pre-school children, 
To get the project started, however, at least 10 parents 
from the area served by West End Library must indi- 
cate their willingness to bring their children to attend 
this class. Interested parties are invited to call the

Borrowers may request books available in the 
Central Library through this branch, and return 
through them,
